Former Refugee 
Head Says Jews 
‘ailed In Crisis

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (Spljee 
Speaking calmly and deliberately 
to an awed Jewish audience, 
James G. McDonald, former 
League of Nations High Commis- 
sioner tor Refugees, indicted Jews 
of the world for their failure to 
rise to meet the German crisis, 

“Jews of the world, and especial- 


ly of the United States, do not 


, want to reallize what Hitler is do. 
jing to one great section of Jewry 


because it means they may have to 
make a real sacrifice,” the austere 
grey-haired man who is gradually 
gaining the reputation of being the 
friend of the Jews, charged. 
“T cannot realize how Jews can be 
indifferent to what is happen- 
ing in Germany,” he declared. 

Recounting how time and time 
he told responsible Jewish leaders 
that German Jewry is not only be 
ing jeopardized but is actually be- 
ing destroyed, Mr. McDonald, who 
is now an associate editor of The 
New York Times, marvelled at the 
complacence with: which Jews of 
the world refused to realize that 
one great section was being com» 
pletly wiped out. “They are being 
cut off from the top and from the 
bettom, Suicides and deaths are 
high, and the number of marriages 
and children have declined to al- 
most nothing. 

Don’t Care For Own 

“Jews have been known to give 
charity to take care of their own,” 
the speaker declared, “But I must 
say that that statement is no long- 
er true, Last year Jews of the 
United States, the largest and 
most influential Jewish communi- 
ty in the world gave only $2,000,. 
000 for foreign purposes. That is 
not taking care of their own.” 

Charging Jews of the United 
States, England, France and others 
with failing in this crisis, Mr. Mc- 
Donald praised the Dutch Jews 
whom he characterized as a smal} 
and not wealthy community who 
had risen. to the greatest heights to 
sacrifice everything for Germam 
Jews. The audience listened in 
astonished silence as the tall 
statesman turned from a normal 
address to one attacking Jews for 
their pitiful failure to meet the 
situation. A listener leaving after 
the lecture bore out Mr. McDon- 
ald’s analysis of the indifference of 
Jews by remarking in a smirking 
tone, “I wonder how much he got 
paid for this lecture.” 

German Jews Heroic 

Answering critics who claimed 
German Jews were not worth sav- 
ing, Mr. McDonald said German 
Jewry before 1933 might have been. 
guilty of many sins, but since then 
they have been heroic, He cited 
several instances of Jews who 
were giving up their health and 
their freedom to take up the strug- 
gle of the Jewish community in 
Germany, 

Contmuing in the frank vein 
which the Jewish community here 
has never heard in the past thirty 
years, Mr. McDonald termed Hitler 
a contribution to Jews by making 
them realize the dignity of béing 
Jewish, 

At another point in his lecture, 
Mr. McDonald pointed out that if
